address here today, delivered in

“The laws of Missouri

lands and should not have to be paid 
off in 20 years. Some lands can stand 
th e tax for such a payoff; others can­ 
not. 
“ By increasing the term of bonds 
so th a t each district may issue bonds 
fo r such period as it may desire, up 
to 50 years, two distinct advantages 
will be obtained:

of the statement is borne out in the 
history of Missouri, for 
but 
little 
more than a 
decade 
after she 
be­ 
came a State her legislature found 
it necessary to provide by law for a 
State prison. 
The act 
authorizing 
the erection of the State Penitenti­ 
ary was approved 
on 
January 
16, 
1833, ninety-six years ago this week. 
In the early 
days 
of 
Missouri’s 
history crime was of course, not un­ 
known. and 
there 
were, 
naturally 
enough, places 
of confinement 
for 
violators of the law. 
Such prisons 
as existed, however, were those of a 
military nature supplemented by the 
various county and community jails. 
The punishment and confinement 
of 
criminals 
was 
therefore, at 
that 
time, largely a m atter of local con­ 
cern. 
But with the growth of 
the 
frontier State, 
the 
consequent 
in­ 
crease in density of 
population, and 
also in wealth, crime naturally 
be­ 
came more of a problem, and it 
be­ 
hooved the new 
commonwealth 
to 
provide for a central prison, to 
be 
directly under State administration 
and control. 
The act of January 16, 1833, pro­ 
vided for the appointment or 
elec­ 
tion by a joint vote of 
both houses 
of the General Assembly of not less 
than two commissioners whose duty 
it should be to procure plans and let 
the contract for “a jail and peniten­ 
tiary house” at Jefferson City, to be 
built 
of brick 
or 
stone 
and made 
“proof against fire as far as practi­ 
cable”. 
An appropriation 
of 
$25,- 
000 was made by Section 4 of the act 
to cover the cost of erecting the pris­ 
on. 
The Penitentiary was to be lo­ 
cated on the site 
set aside for 
the 
purpose in the act of December 
31, 
1821, which fixed the permanent seat 
of government at Jefftrson City. 
One interesting circumstance may 
be noted in connection with the leg­ 
islative provision for a penitentiary 
- the fact that “the investment 
of 
the public funds in 
a 
Penitentiary 
at Jefferson City seems to have set­ 
tled the question of the removal of 
the capital”. 
Despite the 
designa­ 
tion of Jefferson City as the perman­ 
ent seat of government by the 
act 
of December, 1821, agitation 
for the 
rival claims 
of such 
towns as 
St. 
Louis, St. Charles and Franklin con­ 
tinued, until the 
Penitentiary 
was 
definitely located at Jefferson 
City 
by legal enactment. 
Governor Dun­ 
klin, in urging upon the Legislature 
the necessity of certain civic improve­ 
ments in the town, stated in his bien­ 
nial message of 1834 that “ Since the 
establishment 
of 
a 
penitentiary at 
this place, public opinion seems 
to 
have settled dowTi 
upon 
it as 
the 
permanent seat <jf government”. 
It 


is also interesting to note that 
the 
governor recommended 
th at “strip­ 
es” (the punishment of prisoners by 
the lash) be forbidden 
as a method 
of correction in the Missouri 
peni­ 
tentiary—a theory of discipline 
far 
in advance of the system in use 
at 
that period. 
However, solitary con­ 
finement, now so completely discoun­ 
tenanced in modern prison discipline, 
except 
in 
extreme 
cases and 
for 
short periods, was still advocated at 
that time. 
The first report of the Warden of 
the Penitentiary was 
presented 
to 
the Legislature 
on 
November 
26, 
1836. 
The report was brief, cover­ 
ing but four pages 
of 
the 
Senate 
Journal; it gave a list 
of 
convicts 
and tabulation of 
the 
expenditures 
of the institution. 
The 
number 
of 
prisoners confined in the prison 
at 
that time was only fourteen, and ac­ 
cording to the dates given in the re­ 
port, none were 
committed 
before 
March 8, 1836—a 
circumstance due 
no doubt, to delay in 
finishing 
the 
building. 
In 1838, 
there 
were 
46 
convicts in the prison, but tht num­ 
ber of cells completed at that time 
was not large enough to perm it “sol­ 
itary confinement w'ith labor” 
which 
was the mode of discipline prescrib­ 
ed by law. 
The original plan pro­ 
vided for three 
buildings 
of forty 
cells each within the outer walls 
of 
the prison, but it was a number 
of 
years before this plan 
was brought 
to completion. 
The 
Missouri 
penitentiary 
has 
functioned continuously 
since 1836. 
In its first years 
it 
was 
governed 
solely by a warden, and later, by that 
officer and a board of prison inspec­ 
tors, 
Since 1921 it has been 
under 
the control of the State Department 
of Penal Institutions, which has 
in 
charge all penal institutions of 
the 
State. 
The ninety odd years 
since 
the establishment of the prison 
in 
1833, has witnessed an almost world­ 
wide revolution in the whole 
theory 
of crime 
and 
criminal 
correction, 
cioermt. alco nsof uttiio h 
-:‘r 
Science has contributed much 
to 
a 
knowledge of the criminal 
and 
the 
causes of crime and the old idea 
of 
punishment has been largely replac­ 
ed by that of reform and rehabilita­ 
tion. 


FARMERS’ TAX MONEY USED 
TO IMPROVE COUNTRY LIFE 


Farm taxes have increased nearly 
160 per cent in the 
last 
15 years, 
whereas land values 
are 
now 
ap­ 
proximately 20 per cent higher than 
in 1913, reports the Bureau of Agri­ 
cultural Economics, 
United 
States 
Department of 
Agriculture, in 
an 
analysis of what becomes of farm ­ 
ers’ tax money. 
Most farmers, the bureau says, do 
not pay any direct taxes to the Fed­ 
eral Government, and are little 
af­ 
fected by changes in the Federal in­ 
come tax. 
They pay taxes on 
their 
real estate, and in 
most 
eases 
on 
personal property to the local coun­ 
ty or township treasurer. 
They pay 
license fees 
on 
their 
automobiles, 
and a tax on each gallon of gasoline 
they buy, unless they live in one 
of 
the three States where no such tax is 
levied. 
In some States they pay 
a 
small poll tax, and in a few States a 
small amount of State income tax is 
paid by farmers. 
Most of the direct 
taxes 
that 
a 
farm er pays, says the 
report, 
are 
based on his land and buildings and 
on his automobile; he 
undoubtedly 
pays other 
taxes 
in 
the price of 
goods that he purchases, but 
their 
amounts and kind are m atters 
of 
disput.e 
The first item of expense in the 
average community is 
the 
school, 
from one-third to one-half of all pub­ 
lic money spent going into 
schools. 
Roads probably account for about 
a 
fourth of the total. The salaries and 
expenses of local ami county officers 
are a small part of the total expen­ 
ditures, and 
finally 
there 
is 
the 
amount that goes to 
maintain 
the 
State government. 
There are several reasons why both 
schools and roads cost more now than 
they did 15 years ago, says the bu­ 
reau. 
In the first place 
all 
prices 
have risen, so that if we were only 
getting the same amount of schools 
and the same kinds 
of roads 
now 
that we had in 1913 their cost would 
be higher. 
The number of children 
attending school has increased by ov­ 
er one-third, due partly to the 
fact 
that the States have been raising the 
ages of children covered by compul­ 
sory school laws, and partly because 
parents want their children to 
re­ 
ceive more education. 
The average length of the school 
term 
has 
been 
increasing. 
More 
children are going to 
high 
schools 
than formerly, and the education of a 
high school student costs over tw’ice 
as much as that of one in grammar 
school. All of these items have been 
factors in calling for more money for 
education. 
Every effort 
has 
been 
made also to raise the quality of ed­ 
ucation, and with such changes have 
come increased salaries. 
Much the same story is true of in­ 
creased expenditures for roads. 
La­ 
bor and materials 
cost 
more.

George Bullock 
of Lilbourn 
and 
Alfred Stepp of New 
Madrid 
find 
that Lespedeza or Japan clover mak­ 
es an excellent hay crop as well 
as 
pasture. 
Both of these men during 
the past year, grew fields of 
Les­ 
pedeza which they cut for hay. Both 
made yields of two tons per 
acre, 
they found that the plant could 
be 
cut and taken up immediately as the 
moisture content in the 
stem 
was 
small compared to other hay crops. 
According to 
County 
Extension 
Agent Scott 
Julian, 
Lespedeza 
is 
also an exceptionally good crop 
to 
go in a pasture mixture, unlike oth­ 
er clovers it does not cause bloating. 
It can also be sowrn by itself as 
a 
forage crop. 
It is a legume and 
a 
soil builder, and can be sown in ear­ 
ly fall or spring. 
When sown in the 
spring, the usual practice is to sow- 
on grain such as winter oats. Where 
this is done in the case of oats, 
the 
oat crop should be harvested for hay 
and not allowed to mature. 
The Les­ 
pedeza plant 
does 
not grow 
very- 
high, but is unusually thick on 
the 
ground. 
On poor soils, it should not 
be grown for hay because it will not 
reach a sufficient height to cut. 
It 
can, however, be used on any type 
of soil in a pasture 
mixture. 
Acid 
soil does not affect it nearly as much 
as it does alfalfa or 
sweet 
clover. 
Those 
men 
who 
are 
planning on 
sowing 
permanent 
pasture, 
could 
w-ell afford to use some Lespedeza in 
the mixture.

“Corporation 
farming" 
will 
not 
solve the problems of the 
farmer, 
Dean F. B. Mum ford of the College 
of Agriculture of the University 
of 
Missouri said in an 
address 
before 
the Kiwanis Chib at Hotel Jefferson 
Friday. 
“The method of mass pro­ 
duction 
is 
only 
possible on 
level 
prairies, wheat lands or the cheaper 
farms. 
It is not possible in many 
parts of Missouri". 
Dean Mumford spoke on the sub­ 
ject, “ What the Agricultural 
Col­ 
lege is Doing for Business’*. 
He as­ 
serted that agriculture 
is still 
the 
largest single business in the coun­ 
try, with the greatest invest capital. 
“One explanation of 
the 
present 
sad plight of the farmer", he 
said, 
“is that if the farmers would stop 
riding around in 
automobiles 
and 
get down to 
hard 
work 
as their 
fathers and grandfathers 
did, 
they 
would not be crying for farm relief. 
But statistics show that the efficien­ 
cy of farm ers has 
increased 
more 
than that of workers in any 
other 
industry. 
From the 
standpoint 
of 
production per man. 
the 
American 
farm er is the most efficient 
in 
the 
world. 
“ But we have the most inefficient 
system of distribution of farm pro­ 
ducts. 
Our farm ers get 42 cents 
on 
each dollar the consumer pays for his 
products. 
On the other hand, in FIol- 
land, for instance,the farmer gets 85 
cents on the consumer’s dollar". 
He separated the functions of the 
Missouri Agricultural 
College 
into 
four 
classifications: 
Training 
of 
students, scientilc research, 
exten­ 
sion work 
and 
“ service 
projects", 
such as the manufacture of hog chol­ 
era serums and legume inoculations 
w-hich aare sold to the 
farmers 
at 
cost. 
A fter the luncheon, Dean Mumford 
commented on Henry Ford’s opinion 
that croporation farm ing is the solu­ 
tion of the problmes of the 
farmer, 
contained in Ford’s new book. 
“My 
Philosophy of Industry". 
“ I have no quarrel with the corpor­ 
ation idea in 
farming", he said. 
“ I 
think it is a good thing to a certain 
extent. 
But the individual farm is a 
fixture; it is 
here 
to stay. 
Ford’s 
idea would make 
a 
farm-hand, 
a 
common laborer, of 
every 
farmer 
and that is opposed 
to 
human 
na­ 
ture. 
The farmer will 
not 
permit 
himself to be deprived of his 
inde­ 
pendence, his individuality. 
He 
is 
too proud. 
I do 
believe, 
however, 
that farm ers in the future will form 
small groups or associations for the 
purpose of increasing their separate 
productions. 
“There has been co-operative m ar­ 
keting. 
W hat is also needed is the 
farmers to low-er 
their 
equipment 
costs and to help one another raise 
and harvest their crops. I think that 
use of labor-saving 
machinery 
will 
become more extensive". 


Now 
is 
the 
time 
the farmers 
should drain 
the 
low- 
spots from 


their wheat fields says County Ex­ 
tension Agent, Scott M. Julian. Last 
year hundreds of 
acres 
of 
wheat 
were lost thru the winter months. A 
part of this was due 
to insufficient 
drainage 
together 
with 
freezing. 
There are many shallow places 
and 
low spots in wheat fields th a t can be 
drained by middle busters, plows 
or 
M artin ditchers with but very little 
trouble 
or 
expense. 
Before 
the 
ground 
is frozen, this 
can be 
ac­ 
complished successfully. 
If delayed 
it may become 
impossible 
because 
of cold weather. 
It would pay 
all 
farm ers to 
examine 
their 
wheat 
fields and where possible run shal­ 
low surface ditches from 
their low 
spots to keep w-ater from accumulat­ 
ing in the field. 


For flock owners to get the 
best 
production from their flocks at this 
time of year, it is necessary that 
a 
laying mash be fed 
to 
hens 
says 
County 
Agent 
Julian. 
There 
are 
several good laying mashes, but one 
most generally used 
is 
of 
equal 
parts of bran and shorts with 1-4 or 
1-5 
of 
tankage. 
Sometimes, even 
when a laying mash is fed, the flock 
does not produce as it should. 
This 
is often caused by the fact that 
the 
birds are not eating the mash, par­ 
ticularly is it true when the flock is 
allowed to run in the corn field 
and 
pea field. 
Mash is not as palatable 
as scratch feed, and it is sometimes 
necessary ot confine the birds to the 
poultry yard until noon on each day 
in order to 
get 
them 
to consume 
enough mash for a maximum produc­ 
tion. 
The amount of mash consum­ 
ed may also be increased by feeding 
a moist crumbly mash of the same 
mash feed that is fed 
to 
them 
in 
open hoppers and wet it with either 
water or milk. 
It is not at all 
de­ 
sirable to make the mixture sloppy, 
but should be 
of 
such 
consistency 
that it will crumble up when fed 
to 
the chickens on boards or in an open 
trough. 
In feeding a scratch 
feed 
flock owners 
should 
use 
a yellow 
corn instead of white 
corn 
as the 
yellow corn contains vitamines 
that 
take place of green feed. 
White corn 
does not contain these vitamines. 


CUfiPRNTEL'D 
R T T B A C T I O N 
Hawks and Owls Acquitted 
Neither 
haws 
nor 
owls are so 
black as they are sometimes painted. 
About a year ago, the game commis­ 
sion of Yakima County, Wash., 
es­ 
tablished a bounty on various crea­ 
tures supposed to be destructive 
to 
useful birds, especially upland game 
birds. 
Arrangements were made for 
the preservation of the stomachs of 
hawks and owls killed and prseented 
for bounty. 
Of these, 121, including 
5 kinds of hawks 
and 
2 kinds 
of 
owls, were forwarded to the Biolog­ 
ical Survey of the United States De­ 
partm ent of Agriculutre for 
study. 
Here are some of the findings: “Of 
45 stomachs of Swainson hawsk, 40 
containing food 
held about 90 per 
cent ground squirrels, the remainder 
consisting of snakes and 
grasshop­ 
pers and other insects. 
Of 31 stom ­ 
achs from redtailed hawks, 27 
held 
food, 
of 
which 
83 
per cent was 
ground squirrels, 6 per cent rabbits, 
4 per cent meadow mice, and the re­ 
mainder snakes”. 
So 
the 
account 
goes all the 
way 
through. 
These 
hawks and owls, with a bounty 
on 
their heads, had all 
been 
preying 
chiefly upon ground squirrels, 
rab­ 
bits, mice and other species so 
de­ 
structive in the Western States that 
the Federal 
Government 
and 
the 
States concerned have been co-oper­ 
ating foi years in campaigns to con­ 
trol them. 
No game birds whatever 
hail been 
eaten 
by any of the 
121 
hawks and owls killed, and 
only 
3 
birds of any kind. As a result of the 
findings of the 
Biological 
Survey, 
bounties on haw’ks and owls are 
no 
longer paid in Yakima County. 
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Many dollars are saved each year 
by farmers who test their field seed. 
Last year was a very unusual season 
—a lot of corn not ripening sufficient­ 
ly to make good seed. 
The Missou­ 
ri College of Agriculture, 
through 
the County Agents, is 
prepared 
to 
test any, and as many samples, 
as 
sent to them. 
Pick out several ears 
of corn that are to be planted, take 
six or seven grains 
from 
different 
parts of the ear, and send or give to 
your County Agent. 
As soon as the 
germination test is completed, 
you 
will receive complete information as 
to its growing qualities. 
In sending 
oats, cow peas, soybeans, 
wheat 
or 
clover seed approximately a pint 
of 
seed should be sent so a representa­ 
tive sample of the lot may be used.

Grain No. 2— 100 lbs. crushed corn 
and cob. 100 lbs. wheat bran, lftft lbs. 
linseed oil meal, 
3 lbs. salt and 
12 
lbs. steamed bonemeal. 
Roughage No. 3— Clover, 
alfalfa, 
soybeans, covvptas or other legumes. 
Grain No. 3— 300 lbs. crushed corn 
and cob, 100 lbs. wheat bran, 50 lbs.

Only Eight States Have Tak­ 
en Action to Protect 
Car Owners. 


“Although motorists spent $2,350,- 
000,000 for gasoline and oil in 1927, 
only eight states have taken action to 
protect car owners from short meas­ 
ures," Charles M. Hayes, president of 
the Chicago Motor club announces. 
“A recent survey by the American 
Automobile association revealed that 
the motoring public Is fleeced of ap­ 
proximately $20,000,000 a year through 
‘short sales’ of motor 
fuels,” 
Mr, 
Hayes poiuted out. “it is deplorable 
that so few states have made provi­ 
sion for checking the sales of 817.O00 
gas stations ami 004,000 pump« that 
were In operation last year. 
8tat«s Check Sales. 
“The eight states that check these 
sales are California, Indiana, Massa­ 
chusetts, Michigan, New Jersey, New 
York and Ohio. Illinois Is one of twen­ 
ty-five 
commonwealths 
which 
have 
passed protective legislation but are 
without sufficient appropriations with 
which to enforce those laws. 
“The states in need of such legisla­ 
tion are: Arkansas, Colorado, Dela­ 
ware, Florida, Georgia, Idaho, Iowa, 
Kentucky, Louisiana, Missouri, Mon­ 
tana, Nebraska, Nevada, New Mexico 
and North Dakota. Thomas P. Henry, 
president of the American Automobile 
association, urged In a bulletin ad­ 
dressed to 1,065 motor clubs affiliated 
with the A A. A., that a program be 
launched Immediately to check

legislature to consider highw ay law s 
w a s unnecessary. 
Governor Caulfield 
called 
a tte n ­ 
tion to “ an inequality for education ­ 
al opportunities for our children” and

out that

THIS WEEK IN MO. HISTORY 


Floyd (’. Shoemaker 
“The founders of 
a 
new colony, 
whatever Utopia 
of human 
virtue 
and happiness they

ject, have invariably recognized 
it 
among J.h<‘*r earliest practical neces­ 
sities to-allot a portion of the soil., 
as the site of a prison”. 
It 
would 
seem that this dictum 
of Nathaniel 
Hawthorne is true of States as well 
as of colonies. 
Certainly the 
truth 
of the statement is borne out in the 
history of Missouri, for 
hut 
little 
more than a 
decade 
after she 
be­ 
came a Stale her legislature found 
it necessary to provide by law for a 
State prison. 
The act 
authorizing 
the erection of the State Penitenti­ 
al y was approved 
on 
January 
16. 
18.13, ninety-six years ago this week. 
In the early 
days 
of 
Missouri’s 
history crime was of course, not un­ 
known. and 
there 
were, 
naturally 
enough, places 
of confinement 
for 
violators of the law. 
Such prisons 
as existed, however, were those of 
military nature supplemented by the 
various county and community jails 
The punishment and confinement 
of 
criminals 
was 
therefore, at 
that 
time, largely a m atter of local con­ 
cern. 
But with the growth of 
the 
frontier State, 
the 
consequent 
in­ 
crease in density of 
population, and 
also in wealth, crime naturally 
he 
came more of a problem, and it 
be 
hooved the new 
commonwealth 
to 
provide for a central prison, to 
he 
directly under State administration 
and control. 
The act of January 16, 1833, pro 
vided for the appointment or 
elec 
tion by a joint vote of 
both houses 
of the General Assembly of not less 
than two commissioners whose duty 
it should he to procure plans and let 
the contract for “a jail and peniten­ 
tiary house” at Jefferson City, to he 
built 
of brick 
or 
stone 
and made 
“proof against tire as far as practi­ 
cable”. 
An appropriation 
of 
$25,- 
000 was made by Section 4 of the act 
to cover the cost of erecting the pris­ 
on. 
The Penitentiary was to he lo­ 
cated on the site 
set aside for 
the 
purpose in the act of December 
31, 
1821, which fixed the permanent seat 
of government at Jeflftrson City. 
One interesting circumstance may 
be noted in connection with the leg­ 
islative provision for a penitentiary 
-- the fact that “the investment 
of 
the public funds in 
a 
Penitentiary 
at Jefferson City seems to have set­ 
tled the question of the removal of 
the capital". 
Despite the 
designa­ 
tion of Jefferson City as the perman­ 
ent seat of government by the 
act 
of December, 1821, agitation 
for the 
rival claims 
of such 
towns as 
St. 
Louis, St. Charles and Franklin con­ 
tinued, until the 
Penitentiary 
was 
definitely located at Jefferson 
City 
by legal enactment. 
Governor Dun­ 
klin, in urging upon the Legislature 
the necessity of certain civic improve­ 
ments in the town, stated in his bien­ 
nial message of 1834 that “ Since the 
establishment 
of 
a 
penitentiary at 
this place, public opinion seems 
to 
have settled down 
upon 
it as 
the 
permanent seat 
governm ent”. 
It 


is also interesting to note that 
the 
governor recommended 
that "strip­ 
es” (the punishment of prisoners by 
the lash) be forbidden 
as a method 
of correction in the Missouri 
peni­ 
tentiary—a theory of discipline 
far 
in advance of the system in use 
at 
that period. 
However, solitary con­ 
finement, now so completely discoun­ 
tenanced in modern prison discipline, 
except 
in 
extreme 
rases and 
for 
short periods, w a s still advocated at 
that time. 
The first report of the Warden of 
the Penitentiary was 
presented 
to 
the legislature 
on 
November 
26, 
1836. 
The report was brief, cover­ 
ing but four pages 
of 
the 
Senate 
Journal; it gave a list 
of 
convicts 
and tabulation of 
the 
expenditures 
of the institution. 
The 
number 
of 
prisoners confined in the prison 
at 
that time was only fourteen, and ac­ 
cording to the dates given in the re­ 
port, none were 
committed 
before 
March 8, 183d—a 
circumstance due 
no doubt, to delay in 
finishing 
the 
building. 
In 1838, 
there 
were 
46 
convicts in the prison, hut tht num­ 
ber of cells completed at that time 
was not large enough to permit “sol­ 
itary confinement with labor" 
which 
was the mode of discipline prescrib­ 
ed by law. 
The original plan pro­ 
vided for three 
buildings 
of forty 
cells each within the outer walls 
of 
the prison, but it was a number 
of 
years before this plan 
was brought 
to completion. 
The 
Missouri 
penitentiary 
has 
functioned continuously 
since 1836 
In its first years 
it 
was 
governed 
solely by a warden, and later, by that 
officer and a hoard of prison inspec 
tors. 
Since 1921 it has been 
under 
the control of the State Department 
of Penal Institutions, which has 
in 
charge all penal institutions of 
the 
State. 
The ninety odd years 
since 
the establishment of the prison 
in 
1833, has witnessed an almost world­ 
wide revolution in the whole 
theory 
of crime 
and 
criminal 
correction 
cioerrat. alco nsof uttiio h 
-:‘r 
Science has contributed much 
to 
a 
knowledge of the criminal 
and 
the 
causes of crime and the old idea 
of 
punishment has been largely replac­ 
ed by that of reform and rehabilita­ 
tion.

FARM ERS’ TAX MONEY USED

Snow D rifts Bow To Progress 


Farm taxes have increased nearly 
160 per cent in the 
last 
whereas land values 
are 
proximately 20 per cent higher than 
in 1913, reports the Bureau of Agri­ 
cultural Economics, 
United 
States 
Department of 
Agriculture, in 
an 
analysis of what becomes of farm ­ 
ers’ tax money. 
Most farmers, the bureau says, do 
not pay any direct taxes to the Fed­ 
eral Government, and are little 
af 
fected by changes in the Federal in­ 
come tax. 
They pay taxes on 
their 
real estate, and in 
most 
cases 
on 
personal property to the local coun­ 
ty or township treasurer. 
They pay 
license fees 
on 
their 
automobiles, 
and a tax on each gallon of gasoline 
they buy, unless they live in one 
of 
the three States where no such tax is 
levied. 
In some States they pay 
a 
small poll tax, and in a few States a 
small amount of State income tax is 
paid by farmers. 
Most of the direct 
taxes 
that 
a 
farm er pays, says the 
report, 
are 
based on his land and buildings and 
on his automobile; he 
undoubtedly 
pays other 
taxes 
In 
the price of 
goods that he purchases, but 
their 
amounts and 
kind are matters of 
disput.e 
The first item of expense in 
the 
average community is 
the 
school, 
from one-third to one-half of all pub 
lie money spent going into 
schools. 
Roads probably account for about 
a 
fourth of the total. The salaries and 
expenses of local ami county officers 
are a small part of the total expen­ 
ditures, and 
finally 
there 
is the 
amount that 
goes to 
maintain the 
State government. 
There are several reasons why both 
schools and roads cost more now than 
they did 15 years ago, says the bu­ 
reau. 
In the first place 
all 
prices 
have risen, so that if we were only 
getting the same amount of schools 
and the same kinds 
of roads 
now 
that we had in 1913 their cost would 
he higher. 
The number of children 
attending school has increased by ov 
er one-third, due partly to the 
fact 
that the States have been raising the 
ages of children covered by compul­ 
sory school laws, and partly because 
parents want their children to 
re­ 
ceive more education. 
The average length of the school 
term 
has 
been 
increasing. 
More 
children are going to 
high 
schools 
than formerly, and the education of a 
high school student costs over twice 
as much as that of one in grammar 
school. All of these items have been 
factors in calling for more money for 
education. 
Every effort 
has 
been 
made also to raise the quality of ed 
ucation, and with such changes have 
come increased salaries. 
Much the same story is true of in­ 
creased expenditures for roads.

Lespedeza 
is 
also an exceptionally good crop

go in a pasture mixture, unlike oth ­ 
er clovers it does not cause bloating. 
It can also be sown by itself as 
a 
forage crop. 
It is a legume and 
a 
soil builder, and can be sown in ea r­ 
ly fall or spring. 
When sown in the 
spring, the usual practice is to sow- 
on grain such as winter oats. Where 
this is done in the case of oats, 
the 
oat crop should be harvested for hay 
and not allowed to mature. 
The Les­ 
pedeza plant 
does 
not grow 
very 
high, hut is unusually thick on 
the 
ground. 
On poor soils, it should not 
be grown for hay because it will not 
reach a sufficient height to cut. 
It 
can, however, be used on any type 
of soil in a pasture 
mixture. 
Acid 
soil does not affect it nearly as much 
as it does alfalfa or 
sweet 
clover.

Last 
year hundreds of 
acres 
of 
wheat 
were lost thru the winter months. A 
part of this was due 
to insufficient 
drainage 
together 
with 
freezing. 
There are many shallow places 
and 
low spots in wheat fields that can be 
drained by middle busters, plows 
or 
Martin ditchers with but very little 
trouble 
or 
expense. 
Before 
the 
ground is frozen, this 
can 
lie 
ac­ 
complished successfully. 
If delayed 
it may become 
impossible 
because 
of cold weather. 
It would pay 
all 
farm ers to 
examine 
their 
wheat 
fields and where possible run shal­ 
low surface ditches from 
their low 
spots to keep water from accumulat­ 
ing in the field. 


For flock owners to get the 
best 
production from their flocks at this 
time of year, it is necessary that 
a 
laying mash be fed 
to 
hens 
says 
County 
Agent 
Julian. 
There 
are 
several good laying mashes, but one 
most generally used 
is 
of 
equal 
parts of bran and shorts with 1-4 or 
1-5 
of 
tankage. 
Sometimes, even 
when a laying mash is fed, the flock 
does not produce as it should. 
This 
is often caused by the fact that 
the 
birds are not eating the mash, par­ 
ticularly is it true when the flock is 
allowed to run in the com field 
and 
pea field. 
Mash is not as palatable 
as scratch feed, and it is sometimes 
necessary ot confine the birds to the 
poultry yard until noon on each day 
in order to 
get 
them 
to consume 
enough mash for a maximum produc­ 
tion. 
The amount of mash consum­ 
ed may also be increased by feeding 
a moist crumbly mash of the same 
mash feed that is fed 
to 
them 
in 
open hoppers and wet it with either 
water or milk. 
It is not at all 
de­ 
sirable to make the mixture sloppy, 
but should be 
of 
such 
consistency 
that it will crumble up when fed 
to 
the chickens on boards or in an open 
trough. 
In feeding a scratch 
feed 
flock owners 
should 
use 
a yellow 
corn instead of white 
corn 
as the 
yellow corn contains vitaniines 
that 
take place of green feed. 
White corn 
does not contain these vitaniines. 
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Many dollars are saved each year 
by farmers who test their field seed. 
Last year was a very unusual season | 
a lot of corn not ripening sufficient-1 
ly to make good seed. 
The Missou­ 
ri College of Agriculture, 
through 
the County Agents, is 
prepared 
to 
test any, and as many samples, 
as 
sent to them. 
Pick out several ears 
of corn that are to be planted, take 
six or seven grains 
from 
different 
parts of the ear, and send or give to 
your County Agent. 
As soon as the 
germination test is completed, 
you 
will receive complete information as 
to its growing qualities. 
In sending 
oats, cowpeas, soybeans, 
wheat 
or 
clover seed approximately a pint 
of 
seed should be sent so a representa­ 
tive sample of the lot may be used.
